When a Bushman of the-Kalahari Desert was asked- 
what was the worst, most punishable offense someone in 
their band = could commit,^ he responded — to be^ 
quarrelsome. \~,. f^-: 

An African Bushman will go to any lengths to avoid a 
fight or to avoid making other Bushmen jealous. - 

For this reason, the few possessions Bushmen have are 
constantly circling among the members of their groups. 
Their culture insists that they share food, water and the 
few possessions they have with one _ another. Theft 
amongst the Bifchmen is practically unheard of. 

AS THESE FACTS suggest harmony, co-operation, and 

sharing are vital parts of these "primitive"' people's lives. 

Though . they are essentially possession-less and 

technology-less, theirs is a remarkably rich and, in many 

ways, exemplary culture. . 

From it we can learn and apply much, even in the 
context of' our modern, industrialized lives.

THOSE BUSHMEN STILL living in a "wild" state in the 
Kalahari have-retained essentially the same/way of life as 
their earliest ancestors. They therefore can be called, in a 
very concrete sense, our living links with our human J 
origins. . .^ 

There are clear indications that at on time the Bushmen 
lived in many regions all over the continent of Africa, the 
Mediterranean area and perhaps souteast Asia. 

TODAY., HOWEVER, the Bushmen live principally in 
the dry, barren Kalahari. Desert (in Botswana and 
Namibia, in southern Africa) where they have been driven 
by the incursion of the white man from the south and the 
black men from the north and east. 

Physically and linguistically, the Bushmen bear little 
resemblence to any other type of people in Africa (except 
the Hottentots, which they closely resemble). 

They have yellow-copperish skin, slanted, Asian-looking 
eyes, and tightly-curled hair which arranges itself in 
' separated peppercorn tufts. They are extremely short in 
height. . • 

There is one theory which suggests that forebear ers of

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THE BUSHMAN'S LANGUAGE is highly unusual^Itj 
consists pf^a series of clicks, pops and cracks and is 
onomatopoeic — that is, the sounds of the language are 
directly related to the meaning. 

The Bushmen are nomandic. They wander through the 
desert, in small bands, in search of food and water, 
making simple camps, constructing simple lean-tos for 
housing — or having no housing at all. 

They are hunter-gatherers. Men, hunting in groups, use 
extremely simple poison* arrows and traps. Women use 
digging sticks to gather roots, tubers, fruits and melons 
from beneath the desert sand. 

MUCH OF THEIR TIME is spent in search of water 
which, of course' is scarce in the desert, especially during 
the dry season. The Bushmen have an uncanny way of 
finding water beneath the desert sand. They use reeds to 
suck water from beneath the sandy surface, intuitively 
sensing, it seems, where the water can be found. ■ 

Much of the Bushman life is based upon intuition. They 
have been known to sense people approaching in the vast 
desert, long before anyone was physically in sight. 

When asked how they knew someone was approaching', 
the Bushmen answer that they felt it with a -"tapping in" 
their chests." 

The Bushmen possess an extraordinary, almost mystical 
relationship with their natural environment. It is a 
relationship of intimacy, deep understanding and respect 
towards sun,- moon, stars, clouds, earth and all plants and 
animals, upon which they are completely dependent for all 
of the necessities of life.

Cocaine: a review 

(Editor's Note: This column by pharmacist Don 
Mcndrala of Antioch Drags Is Intended to be 
informative only and Is not to be construed as medical 
advice.]

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Cocaine is primarily, obtained froni the leaves of 
Erythroxylon Coca. The dried material of the plant 
contains approximately 0,5 to 1 % cocaine. The bush is. 
found in Bolivia and Peru where its leaves have been 
chewed for 1200 years. 

During the 10th to 12th centuries the Andean Indians 
used cocaine as a local anesthetic in trephining 
operations. (Trephining was a surgical procedure in 
which holes are scraped in the skull in order to treat a 
variety of diseases, including headache and mental 
disorder.] • 

The coca leaves were chewed by the surgeon or his 
assistant and the saliva was then expectorated on the : 
patient's skull throughout the operation to provide local 
anesthesia. , 
~Itri886~pharmMisOohirPelnb"erton compoundedlp 
beverage containing coca -leayesr„whichj;;he_ -named 
French Wine Coca. He later removed the wine from his 
formula and added extra of Koca-nut, a substance rich 
in caffeine and renamed the product Coca Cola. 
Apparently unaware of his products po tential he sold 
the trademark and the formula to what is now the Coca 
Coca Corp. However, in 1906 the Pure Food & Drug Act 
was implemented which mandated the removal of 
cocaine from the beverage. Currentlyr the Coca Cola 
Company extracts the cocaine from the imported leaves 
and turns it over to the government for medical use 
while using the decocained leaves as a flavoring agent. 

Cocaine is the only naturally occuring local anesthetic 
and it is absorbed from all mucus membranes. 

Cocaine exerts its local anesthetic effect by a direct 
action on the nerve cell membrane preventing both the 
generation and conduction of the nerve impulse. 

Cocaine initially stimulates the brain centers, this is 
followed by a depression of the brain centers. Cocaine 
appears to share many of the effects on the brain as 
amphetamines which may .include restlessness, excite- 
ment, euphoria, decreased fatigue, agitation, appre- 
hension, dizziness and headache. 

One gram of cocaine can sell for $50 to S! 00 on the 
street. Cocaine is generally sniffed and is absorbed - 
through th_e^ mucus membranes of the nose. 

Sniffing or snorting consists of measuring out a dose 
or a "line" (100-200 mg) and using a short straw, rolled 
bill or coke spoon and inhaling the powder through the 
nose and throat. This may be repeated every 15-20 
minutes to maintain a high: 

With intoxicating doses, the user will appear to have, 
a euphoric feeling '& be energetic. Pupils may be 
dialated, the heart rate and blood pressure and 
respiration are elevated. -Tremors" may" occur. The 
euphoric sensations are short lived. These may be 
replaced by feelings of anxiety and depression. Death 
can occur from acute toxicity [or overdose]. 

Simple possesion- of cocaine is punishable by a prison 
sentence of up to I yeaijand a fine up to $5000 or both.
